While firefighters Bobby Woods 
and Brian Anderson used power 
saws to cut a vent hole in the roof of 
the dwelling, Hughes and Meuse 
stood their ground against heavy

With Wilmington Public Schools 
set to open exactly one week from 
the printing of this newspaper and a 
meeting of the school committee, 
officials are saying that school 
busing routes are a done deal. 
Meanwhile, a group of parents from 
the Nichols Street area will have 
attempted Wednesday night to at 
least find an audience with the 
school committee and at best find an 
alternative to having their children 
walk to the Shawsheen Street 
Elementary School via the 
sidewalk-less Nichols Street. 

Volunteer Transportation 
Coordinator Jim Gillis Wednesday 
will have already submitted final 
plans for school bus routes, though 
it's clear he's not happy with them. 

"Each year it gets worse," Gillis 
said. “Unfortunately, you can only 
put so many kids on a bus .... It 
becomes:a safety issue-on a bus as 
well as a discipline issue.” 

The unfortunate parties in this 
situation are kids who live within a 
mile-and-a-half of their respective 
schools: they will be walking, and 
many on what are widely 
considered unsafe roadways. 

The biggest furor to date has come 
from the Nichols Street area, where 
parents fear sending their children 


Two head-on 
accidents on 
Monday

A pair of two-car, head-on 
accidents, both involving personal 
injury, a quarter-mile and six 
minutes apart had rescue officials 
from Wilmington, N. Reading, 
Reading and Woburn scrambling 
Monday afternoon. 

Wilmington Fire Department 
personnel needed the jaws of life to 
extricate both drivers from their 
vehicles after the first collision, 
occurring at the intersection of 
Routes 38 and 129. 

A 44-year-old Burlington man 
was airlifted from the landing zone 
at the Wilmington Fire Station by 
MedFlight helicopter and flown to 
Brigham and Women's Hospital in 
Boston, where he is recovering 
from injuries, 

The other operator was taken by 
Wilmington Fire Department 
ambulance to the Winchester 
Hospital Family Medical Center in 
Wilmington. 

The second accident, a less-serious 
head-on collision, happened at the 
intersection of Route 38 and Butters 
Row and involved minor injuries. 

A ten-year-old Wilmington boy 
was among those injured in the 
crash. He was taken by Woburn 
Fire Department ambulance to 
Winchester Hospital, where he was 
treated for a jaw injury and 
lacerations to the leg.

flames inside the house. 

"Both [Hughes and Meuse] took a 
beating in there,” Fire Chief Daniel 
Stewart said. 

But the hard and hot work paid 
dividends, as the fire was contained 
toa single room. 

Fire officials believe the fire 
started when a first floor ceiling 
light fixture overheated, Stewart 
said. The blaze then spread in the 
room directly above that room. 

The Pineridge Road fire, called in 
at 9:21, followed a Tewksbury 
house fire the Wilmington Fire 
Department helped extinguish four 
hours earlier, and two afternoon 


to school on roads _ heavily 
trafficked roads with no sidewalks. 

"It's simply not safe for the 
children to walk to school," Reno 
Avenue resident Susanne Clarkin 
said.

Part of Palizzolo's solution 
included a phone call to Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart, whom Palizzolo 
said-he offered some safety 
suggestions, one of which was the 
closing off of Nichols Street during 
school transportation hours. 

But according to Palizzolo, 
Stewart sees such action as 
problematic, insofar as short notice 
to motorists. Budget constraints 
have also left Stewart without 
money to hire additional crossing 
guards. 

Clarkin envisions yet another 
problem: with Nichols Street 
running into neighboring 
Tewksbury, both towns would have 
to agree to close off part the road, 
she said, something she does not see 
happening anytime soon. The 
enforceability of a Nichols Street 
detour was also called into question. 

For Wednesday, a group 
representing 30 parents - Clarkin 
included - and 80 children either 
enrolled in or set to start at the 
Shawsheen School, will have 
attempted to present a petition to the 
school committee and have: the 
busing issue tackled again. 

Palizzolo said the committee has a 
full agenda, including renewed 
discussion on the two cut athletic 
programs; tennis and golf. On that 
subject, Palizzolo said there may be 
a motion to keep golf, a fall sport, 
and cut an additional spring sport, 
with the hopes that-the later 
schedule would give whichever

program it might be time enough to 
raise sufficient funds on their own. 
They will probably have also, 
Palizzolo said, looked into the 
feasibility of acquiring a volunteer 
golf coach. 

With athletic programs and other 
issues to have been on the docket, 
busing might not have even made it 
to the floor, something Clarkin 
worried about in advance. 

"The school committee, which 
seems to have turned a deaf ear to 
us, will have to hear from us again," 
she said Tuesday. 

Clarkin and other parents from 
the Nichols Street area hope to 
present a home video showing a 
walk down Nichols Street, as well as 
photographs portraying the street in 
the winter, all towards 
demonstrating the unsafe conditions 
the road presents for children 
walking to school, 

Of course, it looks and sounds as if 
the bus routes are in fact set, even if 
concerned parents do bend the 
collective ear of the school 
committee. 

Gillis, who is also Wilmington 
High School Athletic Director, is 
feeling the pinch of both hot school 
topics. He cites a “lack of 
everything" in the school system. 

"We take what's given to us and 
just try to do the best we can," he 
said. 

The money that is apparently 
needed was denied the public 
schools last spring when voters 
trounced a Proposition 2 1/2 
override that would have reopened 
the Boutwell Street Elementary 
School to alleviate classroom 
overcrowding as well as provide 
three additional and now coveted 
buses.

A 17-year-old Wilmington man 
has been charged with the rape of a 
17-year-old woman from Burling- 
ton, according to Wilmington 
Police.

Society is on the verge of collapse, and one possible salvation lies in the corniest, most 
unthinkable place.

Go to church this 
Sunday. 

WHOA! A newspaper calling for a return to church! Can they do that? Isn't that illegal, 
or unethical? Absolutely not. 

The separation of church and state has been carried much too far in the United States. The 
liberal media, sounding too much like the Communist Party, has gone to great lengths to put 
teligion down, Only a small minority of church figures have been involved in scandal, but 
the liberal press makes church sound like an industry full of perverts. Not at all. The vast 
majority of the clergy quietly tend their flocks, week after week, in spite of all adversity.

Itdoesn't matter 
if the sign out front says Catholic, Congregational, Baptist, Methodist, Lutheran, Latter-Day 
Saints, Episcopal or whatever. None of the “mainstream” religions will steer you wrong. 
Buddhist, Moslem, Jewish — take your pick. Just go. 

The people inside the door of the church will be friendly. They won't pounce on you Tike 
fresh meat, eager to “convert” you to their religion. Not at all. They will offer you a 
handshake, and show you toaseat. Nothing more, You'll have the chance to sing, if you wish, 
and you will be told something about right and wrong during the service, but you won't need 
torespond. Just listen. You can leave if you disagree, but you probably won't. And if you 
find yourself in deep thought over what was said, wonderful! A good sermon is worth 
dropping a buck in the plate, if one should come by, but you are under no obligation to pay 
anything. You're a guest in God's house. 

That's it. An hour, maybe more but probably less, One hour. Once a week. And the world 
becomes a better place to live. 

American society would be well served if some judge had the guts to assign miscreants not 
to hours of community service but to regular attendance at a church, any church, as 
documented by the minister phoning the parole officer afterwards, Naming a church would 
be First Amendment violation. But saying “any church” would not. The same with Welfare 
— churches used to handle all charitable work, but now look at what the povernment has done

_ Henny Penny - well known eccentric 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Henry Wilson Sargent was one of 
the more noticeable persons in the 
Buck Family of Wilmington. 
Henry W. was born on March 9, 
1873, the son of John and Angelina 
~ Sargent, probably in the present 
home of Dr. Shirley Callan, where 

they lived. 

| Henry was a person who was a bit 
| different, and who acquired the 
| name of Henny Penny. He inherited 
| the home in which he lived, Being 
|; quite clever with his hands he made 
~ gadgets for sale, and repaired 
bicycles. The yard between 

- Woburn Street and Wildwood 
\' Street would have figures made by 
him, designed to, mgve when the 
wind blew, quite cleverly designed. 
During the years of the Civil War 
Massachusetts had a senator whose 
name was Wilson. Wilson was 
“elected, and re-elected, for years. 

Everyone voted for him. 

After the war it was learned that 

*. Senator Wilson had as a frequent 
overnight guest a notorious female 
"spy, Confederate. She was reputed, 
in print, to have shared a bed with 
‘> him. 

But the people of Massachusetts 
still thought he was the best man to 
have in the United States Senate. 
They voted for him, and they voted 
for him. 

When a son was born to John and 
Angelina Sargent, in 1873 he was 
given the middle name of Wilson, 
.in honor of the Senator. 

Not only did Henry make gadgets 
for sale, he had a shooting gallery 
{out in the back yard, where Wing 
E; Road is today. It was a special 
Thanksgiving shooting gallery. 
| He built a sort of barricade, 
| behind which he would tie down a 
| turkey. There would be corm on 
\ -the ground, to attract the attention 

of Sir Tom. Henry sold shots, out 

of a .22 rifle. You could shoot at 
the head of the turkey for a cent, 
when he stretched his head up to 
swallow the corn. More than a few 
persons tried to get their 

Thanksgiving turkeys at that 

shooting gallery. They all missed 

because Tom Turkey doesn't stay 
still. 

Because of his falsetto voice 
everyone called him “Henny 
Penny." He would object. "Don't 
call me Henny Penny, my name is 

. Henry Wilson Sargent!" 
"Okay, Henny Penny!" would be 
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Henny Penny was the nephew of 
John Buck, he who owned the 
Queen Anne Arm (rifle) which was 
used in 1760 to kill the last bear in 
Wilmington. All the members of 
the Wildwood Street Buck family 
were, of course, relatives. 

As the 1920s rolled around those 
Bucks would ride to church on a 
Sunday morning in their Model T 
Ford. But Henny Penny used a 
bicycle, 

What is now Lucci’s was then 
Perry's Corner, with Perry's 
Blacksmith Shop on the corner of 
Woburn Street and Lowell Street, 
now Textron property. 

A man named Murray, who 
reputedly was part Indian, owned a 
shop across the street, one which 
was purchased by John Lucci many 
years ago. Murray left that shop to 
his two daughters, Emma and Edie.

; “You're likely to see her in 
‘December playing Santa Claus 
‘at the New England Rehabili- 
‘tation Hospital in Woburn; in 
June, performing a garden wed- 
ding in Wakefield; and at any 
time of year, jogging through 
Burlington or munching on 
¢hocolate chip cookies. But if 
Ws Friday night, you can be 
‘absolutely sure you'll find her 
conducting the weekly Sabbath 
service at Burlington’s Temple 
Shalom Emeth where she is the 
rabbi.” (“This rabbi wears a 
skirt,” Middlesex East 
Supplement, August 19, 1987) 

That was the Rabbi Susan 
Abramson story in 1987. 

So, in 1994 - New Year’s eve 
+5755, 10 years after Abramson’s 
,arrival in Burlington - what’s 
new? 

Well, she doesn’t play Santa 
Claus any more, and she per- 
forms weddings throughout the 
area with new understanding. 
She’s replaced all that strenuous 
‘jogging and working out with 
gardening in her own home and 
walking, three miles a day - reli- 
giously, of course. And she’s 
traded in chocolate chips for a 
fat-free diet, supplemented by a 
more than occasional box of 
chocolate-covered raisins. 

Her sense of humor, candor, 
easy laughter, and affinity for 
puns intact, she’s still firmly 
entrenched at the temple on 
Friday evenings. But she doesn’t 
give sermons any more - or 
quizzes. 

Her wedding in June of ‘91 - 
which attracted more rabbis to 
Burlington than had ever 
flocked there before - can accu- 
rately be described as an inter- 
national event. 

As for how her life has

changed during the past 10 
years, Abramson puts first 
things first - and it’s clear she's 
not exactly graying at the tem- 
ple. 

“Well, I’m married,” she says. 
“Being married is a lot different 
from being single. Being mar- 
ried to somebody from the 
Soviet Union is even more dif- 
ferent from being single.” 

Abramson met husband 
Vladimir Dvorkin through the 
temple. Sort of. 

Infamous among temple 
members for starting programs 
designed to respond to commu- 
nity needs and to increase tem- 
ple membership, not necessarily 
in that order, she created one in 
1986 “just for me.” The Temple 
Connection, a support group for 
Greater Boston area singles, 
was “her” baby, and although it 
began for singles from ages 22 
to 40, she quickly raised the 
stakes from 22 to 45, announcing 
that 25 to 45 wouldn’t be a bad 
idea. 

Not to worry. 

Shortly thereafter, in 1988, 
she decided that even though 
Temple Shalom Emeth is com- 
posed of.a relatively small num- 
ber of families (compared to the 
1,300 she served in Philadelphia 
before returning to her 
Massachusetts roots), it had a 
big heart - and could make the 
heroic effort to sponsor a 
Russian family. 

That first family turned into a 
second family, and that second 
family included a software engi- 
neer, male and __ eligible. 
Abramson greeted the Dvorkins 
at the airport when they arrived 
in December of ‘89, establishing 
her own “temple connection.”

SHE’S NOT EXACTLY GRAYING AT THE TEMPLE: 
As the new Jewish year approaches, Burlington’s Rabbi 
Susan Abramson looks forward to beginning her 11th 
year at Temple Shalom Emeth - and back through her 
years as the second female rabbi in Eastern 
Massachusetts, In addition to performing weddings, 
participating in baby-namings and officiating at Bar and 
Bat Mitzvahs, she has changed her life significantly 
since her 1987 appearance here, in the Middlesex East 
Supplement.

The rhea egg being incubated 
at Franklin Park Zoo hatched 
the second week of July, and the 
chick is a female!

MORE ADJUSTMENTS TO 
1994 TAX NUMBERS 


Among the tax numbers that have been adjusted for 1994 are 

social security taxes and benefits, college bond interest exclusions, 
the excise tax on luxury automobiles, and the mileage rate for 
business travel. 
Even though the social security (FICA) tax rates remain the same 
for 1994, the wage bases to which both the social security portion 
and the Medicare portion apply increase. As a result, you may pay 
higher social security taxes this year. 

The 6.2% social security portion of FICA tax will apply to $60,600 
of wages (compared to $57,600 last year.) The 1993 Tax Act removed 
the maximum wage limit for the Medicare tax, so the 1.45% 
Medicare portion of the tax will now be assessed on all wages. In 
1993, the wage base for the Medicare tax was $135,000. 

The self-employment tax for self-employed individuals remains 
at 12.4% for the social security portion and 2.9% for the Medicare 
portion. The wage bases to which these rates apply increase to the 
same amounts as the wage bases for employees given above. Self- 
employed individuals get a tax deduction for 50% of the self- 
employment tax they pay. 

Social security benefits paid in 1994 won’t be affected until earn- 
ings for the year exceed $8,040 for those under age 65, and $11,160 
for those age 65 to 69. There is no earnings limit fee for those 70 
years or older. 

* Due to a technical error in the 1993 Tax Act, the thresholds af- 
fecting the tax exemption for college bond interest actually decrease 
rather than increase in 1994. The amount of income at which tax- 
payers begin to lose the tax-free exemption for college bonds is 
$61,850 for marrieds and $41,200 for singles. 

* The excise tax on luxury automobiles will apply to vehicles with 
a price tag of $32,000 or more for 1994. 

* The mileage allowance for business travel in 1994 increases to 29 
cents a mile.

Having seen to the sponsor- 
ship of a number of Russian 
families and having become 
part of one, she'd like to travel 
to Russia but her husband has 
no interest in returning.

I'm better able to respond to the 
issues with which I’m confront- 
ed because I have a good rela- 
tionship with many members of 
the congregation - I know so 
many active members so well 
it’s easy to work with them to 
move in a positive direction, to 
come up with new ideas to bet- 
ter serve the congregation.”

“I feel 
more fulfilled going through that 
experience and preparing for it 
than trying to dredge up some 
connection to put together a 
‘sermon.” 

“Plus you hated writing ser- 
mons?” 

“Right.” 

Although she doesn’t write 
sermons any more, Abramson, 
ever ready to preach Temple 
Shalom Emeth’s virtues: 
“Please call us - we have a repu- 
tation for being warm and wel- 
coming,” she says. “One of the 
nicest things about our congre- 
gation is we really are a ‘caring 
community’ and we try to reach 
out to as many people as possi- 
ble.

We 
quickly learn that one of the 
emoting members of the group 
is a killer. 


Anyone who has ever seen a 
psychological thriller should 
have this one pegged about 30 
minutes into the story. That’s if 
the overacting and absurdity of 
the tale hasn’t driven you from 
the theater. 

Ruben Blades, whom one sus- 
pects of being the comic relief, 
plays a police detective so 
intense and angry you are soon 
rooting for him to find his own 
therapist.
